Means (6) are provided for coupling and 
uncoupling a piston (4) and a rod (5) and adopt a coupled 
state when the piston is drawn by the rod from a position near 
the needle to one remote from the needle^ and are brought to 
the uncoupled state when the piston is pressed by the rod 
towards the needle. The means comprise support and/or slide 
surfaces (5k'^5k) on the rod and facing the needle, and 
working in conjunction with support and/or slide surfaces 
(4kS4k) on the piston. The piston first support and/or slide
